THE MANUFACTURERS' PROGRAM.

When the Arkwright olub of Boston, which
Inclndes npearly all the leading manufac-
turers, Investigated the subject last Decem-
bor, the only lmmediate remedy they could
suggest was a reduction of wages. In oe-
cordance with thig recommendation, a gen-
eral cut of one-ninth, 11 1-9 per cent, was
orderad, to take effect Junuary 3, 1808, This
wis what led to the present strike.

The Arkwright club investigators further
suggestod that to relieve the eltuation tha
Musgachusetis fifty-cight-hour law should Le
repealed, permitting the mille to run longer
hours, and that some of the other restrie
tions imposed upon them by labor legislation
should be removed.

but mule spinning Is not practiced 10 any
great extent in the south, and Is not under
diecussion here, In other bLyaoches of the
work this “skilled labor” argument (s falli-

ble, aw it has proved fallible in many othep
trades. Thia fact s shown by the history of
the New England towns themeelves At
firet the operatives were all notive Amoricans
and English. Then cnmoe the Frotell Clia-
illnug,  They were denounced by the work-
men @lready in the field, and for many vears
were contemptuongly  roferridd to an “tho
Chiness of New England.  But thoey stick
to thelr tasks, do'ng thelr work satisfocto-
rily, and aeeepting the pay that wai offered
them withoul grumbling Today they ure
employed In every branch of the cotton spln -
nlng Industry, and are looked PO a8 i very
natisfactory class of workmen.

When the whaling Industry of Noew Ted-

ford declined and the town turned its at-
téentlca to cotton gpinuing, the Portuguesc,
whe had  drifted 1o the plnee from the
wostern lelunds, sought eimployment In the
mille. It wis & sort of work to which Lhey
wera unacoustomed, and they were looked
upon as unskilled laborers, They still fill

the most poorly pald positions, biut the ¥ ure
iwble to accomplish such work us Is wlven
them In a way that satisfies the muanagers,

The truth Is that most of the work carried
on in & cotton mill does ot roquire & high
order of intelllgence or skill. Aslde from
mule splening slmost any process can be
learned by an ordiuary Inbhorer in two wecks.
So that the skilled Ial argument of the
labor leaders ls not so atroog

Novertheless, the operalives are nt 1o boe
condemnsd for fighting agalust & reductlon
of thelr wages. Thelr pay 18 already relas
tively lower than that of the southern
workmen, and there |5 forcp Iy their argus
